Briga- 
dier General  Cadwalader  being  the  disbursing  officer  under 
the  Ordinance  is  alone  responsible  to  Councils  for  the  proper 
and  legal  disbursement  of  the  fund  paid  over  under  the 
same.  The  City  Treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  Councils, 
having  paid  to  the  proper  person  the  whole  sum  of  money 
agreeably  to  the  report  of  Brigadier  General  Cadwalader,

REPORT— 
That  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  matter  em- 
braced in  the  Preamble  and  Resolution  above  referred  to, 
and  after  a  full  investigation  of  the  subject,  they  find  that  it 
was  required  by  the  Brigadier  General  and  agreed  to  by  the 
Companies  whose  Muster  Rolls  were  returned  to  Councils 
on  the  26th  of  September,  that  the  outfit  and  equipment  to 
be  purchased  under  the  Ordinance  should  be  in  conformity 
to  the  Laws  of  Pennsylvania;  the  Committee  are  therefore 
of  the  opinion,  that  such  Companies  are  bound  by  every 
principle  of  honor  to  adhere  to  the  conditions  of  the  con- 
tract; but  as  there  appears  to  be  a  difficulty  as  regards  the 
meaning  and  intention  of  the  Law  upon  the  subject,  and  the 
Legislature,  in  the  60th  section  of  the  Militia  Law  of  1S22, 
having  very  wisely  provided  a  remedy  for  all  disputed  cases 
of  a  military  character,  in  which  doubts  exist  as  to  the  pro- 
per construction  of  the  Act,  in  the  following  words:  "  That 
when  any  doubts  shall  exist  as  to  the  construction  of  any 
part  of  that  Act  on  a  military  subject,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Adjutant  General  to  take  to  his  assistance  two  General 
Officers,  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  decide  there- 
on; wliich  decision  shall  be  conclusive  as  to  the  construction 
of  said  Act,  and  shall  be  so  recorded  by  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral, in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose;  and  a 
copy  thereof,  certified  by  the  Adjutant  General,  shall  always 
be  legal  evidence  of  the  same;"  and  as  military  tribunals 
are  certainly  the  proper  ones  to  settle  disputes  of  a  military 
character,  the  Committee  recommend  that  the  subject  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Adjutant  General.     Therefore

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia: 

The  Building  Committee  of  the  Girard  College  for 
Orphans,  in  submitting  their  twelfth  Annual  Report,  con- 
gratulate Councils  on  the  happy  termination,  within  the 
past  year,  of  the  suit  long  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  brought  by  the  heirs  at  law  of  the  late 
Stephen  Girard,  to  obtain  from  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Citizens  of  Philadelphia  the  munificient  bequest  made  to 
that  corporation,  in  trust,  by  that  individual.  With  entire 
unanimity  the  Judges  of  the  highest  civil  Court  known  in 
our  land  have  confirmed  and  established  the  trusts  created 
by  Mr.  Girard,  and  the  right  and  authority  of  the  corpora- 
tion of  our  city,  as  his  trustee,  to  hold  and  execute  them. 
With  this  sanction,  it  is  the  unquestionable  duty  of  that  trus- 
tee who  voluntarily  undertook  and  continues  to  hold  those 
trusts,  to  carry  them  fully  into  effect,  in  accordance  with  the 
intentions  of  him  by  whom  they  were  created. 

Not  unmindful  of  these  high  considerations  have  your 
Committee  been  in  their  endeavours  during  the  past  year  to 
carry  forward,  with  as  much  rapidity  as  the  means  within 
their  control  would  allow,  the  important  work  committed 
to  their  charge.  Within  that  period  the  southern  portico  of 
the  main  college  edifice  has  been  completed,  except  fluting 
a  portion  of  the  columns,  which  is  now  in  progress,  and  con- 
siderable advance  made  in  constructing  the  portico  at  its 
northern  extremity. 

The  excellence  of  the  material  used  and  the  quality  of  the 
work  done  within  the  past  year,  will  not  suffer,  it  is  believed, 
by  comparison  with  either  material  or  workmanship  of  pre- 
vious years. 

From  a  southern  position,  the  spectator  may  now  obtain 
a  foretaste  of  the  architectural  proportion  and  classic  beauty 
which  will  be  exhibited  by  the  main  college  edifice  when  it 
shall  have  been  completed,  presenting  with  its  surrounding 
buildings,  as  it  then  will,  to  all  who  view  it,  a  well  provided 
asylum,  wherein  at  the  same  time  hundreds  of  "poor  male 
white  orphan  children"  may  partake  of  the  benefits  of  know- 
ledge and  the  blessings  of  a  sound  education — a  merited  mon- 
ument of  the  benificence  and  wisdom  of  its  founder — an 
enduring  evidence  of  the  liberal  policy  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
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delphia,  his  residuary  legatee  and  agent  in  carrying  his  in- 
tentions into  effect — and  a  gratifying  proof  of  the  taste  and 
skill  of  her  native  architects  and  builders. 

Your  Committee  bear  willing  testimony  to  the  zeal  and 
fidelity  of  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Highlands,  and  the  in- 
dustry and  good  conduct  of  all  persons  employed  about  the 
College;  and  they  are  much  gratified  in  being  able  to  report 
that  no  casualty  has  occured  within  the  year  by  which  any 
one  of  them  has  been  injured. 

The  engagement  of  Mr.  Walter,  the  Architect,  in  the  con- 
struction of  an  important  public  work  abroad,  as  announced 
to  Councils  in  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee,  has 
not  yet  terminated.  During  his  sojourn  of  a  few  weeks  in 
this  city,  in  the  early  part  of  the  past  autumn,  his  visits  were 
frequent  at  the  College,  and  the  Committee  had  the  pleasure 
on  several  occasions  of  his  company  and  the  benefit  of  his 
counsel.  The  arrangements  made  previous  to  his  engage- 
ment abroad,  were  such  as  to  prevent  injury  or  inconve- 
nience in  progressing  with  the  buildings  during  his  absence. 
The  Committee  trust,  however,  that  'ere  long  his  foreign 
labours  will  have  ceased,  and  that  his  time  and  talents  will 
be  employed  in  carrying  forward  the  College  to  speedy  com- 
pletion. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1S44,  there  remained  of 
the  appropriation  of  the  previous  year  an  un-

Of  this  sum  a  portion  will  be  required  to  pay  for  fluting 
the  columns  of  the  southern  portico,  now  in  progress.  The 
remainder  has  been  appropriated  to  the  payment  for  marble 
ordered,  to  be  delivered  as  early  as  the  navigation  of  the 
Delaware  and  the  means  of  the  Contractors  will  allow,  so 
that  active  operations  may  be  commenced  at  an  early  period 
in  the  spring.  In  the  absence  of  such  an  arrangement,  much 
inconvenience  and  delay  have  been  experienced  on  previous 
occasions. 
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For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  work  done  during  the  year 
1844,  and  the  quantity  and  description  of  material  now  un- 
used at  the  College,  the  Committee  refer  to  the  Report  of 
the  Superintendent,  submitted  herewith. 

They  also  ask  the  special  attention  of  Councils  to  the  plan 
and  estimates  therein  presented,  for  completing,  within  the 
present  and  the  year  next  ensuing,  the  whole  of  the  College 
Buildings  and  appurtenances. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  estimate  submitted,  that  the  entire 
sum  required  to  complete  the  College  Buildings  is  $40S,032. 
This  estimate  is  founded  on  elaborate  calculations  made  by 
the  Architect  in  the  year  1839,  reviewed  by  him  in  1S41 
and  '42,  and  upon  which  he  offered  to  contract  to  finish  the 
entire  work,  and  which  have  been  carefully  verified  by  the 
Superintendent.  All  portions  of  the  work  executed  since 
1S41,  have  been  completed  within  the  cost  at  which  they 
were  then  estimated.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  feel  war- 
ranted in  the  belief,  that  the  College  Buildings  may  be  fully 
completed  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  that  stated  by  the  Super- 
intendent. 

In  relation  to  the  time  required  to  execute  the  remainder 
of  the  work,  one  of  the  conditions  of  the  contract  offered  to 
be  entered  into  by  the  Architect  in  1S41,  was,  that  the 
whole  should  be  completed  within  two  and  a  half  years. 
More  has  been  accomplished  since  that  date,  it.  is  believed, 
than  the  Architect  proposed  to  execute  within  one  year. 
From  this,  the  assurance  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  ex- 
perience of  the  Committee,  they  feel  satisfied  that  if  the  re- 
quisite appropriations  be  made  by  Councils  in  due  season, 
the  whole  may  be  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
1S47,  if  not  before  its  commencement. 

So  intimately  connected  is  the  proposed  active  advance- 
ment of  the  College  Buildings  with,  and  dependant  upon 
the  fiscal  means,  which  are  properly  and  availably  applica- 
ble to  that  purpose,  that  it  is  essentially  requisite  they  be 
carefully  examined  and  accurately  estimated.  From  the 
Annual  Statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Girard  Estates

will  remain.  In  addition  to  this,  the  probable  price  of  ma- 
terials and  labour  during  the  present  and  ensuing  year  will 
be  so  much  lower  than  they  were  when  the  estimate  of  the 
Architect  was  made,  that  the  actual  sum  required  to  com- 
plete the  College  will  be  materially  less  than  the  amount 
stated  by  the  Superintendent.  No  want  of  pecuniary  means 
is  therefore  to  be  feared  in  accomplishing  this  very  desirable 
object.  Should  it  however  happen  that  the  means  referred 
to  shall  prove  inadequate,  your  Committee  are  fully  con- 
vinced that  other  resources  within  the  control  of  Councils 
are  amply  sufficient,  and  may  be  resorted  to  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

With  the  completion  of  the  main  building,  the  present 
contracts,  in  relation  to  the  College  edifices,  will  terminate. 

Contracts  for  the  erection  of  the  western  buildings  and 
surrounding  wall  can  now  be  made  at  prices  much  less  than 
heretofore,  and  considerably  below,  it  is  believed,  those  af- 
fixed by  the  Architect  in  1839. 

That  these  works  can  be  well  and  substantially  construct- 
ed by  contract,  and  with  more  advantage  to  the  College 
Fund  than  by  the  purchase  of  materials  and  the  employ- 
ment of  workmen  by  the  Committee,  is  fully  shown  by  tried 
experiment. 

The  present  time  appears,  therefore,  highly  propitious  to 
a  prompt  and  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  entire  work.  What 
were  the  intentions  of  Mr.  Girard  and  the  directions  given 
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by  him  in  regard  to  the  time  when  the  College  should  be 
ready  for  the  reception  of  pupils?  His  Will  clearly  answers 
this  question.  At  almost  the  beginning  of  that  article  (the 
21st,)  which  directs  a  College  to  be  constructed,  it  is  ex- 
pressly declared,  that  the  College  shall  be  erected  "as  soon 
as  practicably  may  be."  Again,  it  requires  that  the  Col- 
lege shall  be  organized  "as  soon  as  practicable."  And 
further,  that  "poor  white  male  orphans  shall  be  introduced 
into  the  College  as  soon  as  possible."  The  language  of 
the  Testator  therefore  leaves  no  room  for  doubt  as  to  his  in- 
tentions. 

Under  these  directions,  no  delay  in  any  thing  to  be  done, 
in  order  to  place  the  College  in  full  operation,  can  be  allow- 
able, beyond  the  time  absolutely  required  to  accomplish  it. 
Mr.  Girard,  also,  not  only  declared  it  to  be  his  intention 
that  the  objects  of  his  bounty  shall  occupy  the  College  as 
soon  as  possible,  but  he  most  emphatically  stated  this  to  be 
his  great  and  "primary  object." 

It  comes  not  within  the  province  of  your  Committee  to 
inquire  whether  unnecessary  delay  has  already  taken  place. 
They  intend  to  make  no  such  allegation.  Their  purpose  is 
to  consider  the  present  and  the  future,  in  relation  to  their 
own  duty,  and  the  means  of  performing  it. 

Fully  satisfied  as  they  are,  that  the  College  Buildings  can 
and  ought  to  be  finished  within  about  two  years,  and  that 
Councils  are  possessed  of  the  means  to  do  so,  they  ask  that 
the  sum  of  $225,000  be  appropriated  toward  that  object  for 
the  present  year;  they  therefore  append  hereunto  the  draft 
of  an  Ordinance  for  that  purpose. 

Throughout  their  Report,  the  Building  Committee  have 
desired  to  manifest  great  deference  and  respect  toward  Coun- 
cils, but  at  the  same  time  have  deemed  it  to  be  their  duty  to 
express  their  opinions  and  feelings  with  entire  frankness  and 
candour.  Required  by  the  duties  of  their  appointment  to 
have  much  of  their  attention  turned  toward  the  College,  and 
frequently  to  visit  and  inspect  its  progress,  and  while  there, 
on  some  occasions  to  listen  with  pain  to  the  remarks  of  our 
own  citizens  and  of  distinguished  strangers,  resulting  from 
its  slow  advance,  it  cannot  be  matter  of  surprise  that  the 
Committee  should  feel  deeply  interested  in  its  active  pro- 
gress. 

Believing  that  with  Councils  rests  the  power  to  complete, 

at  an  early  day,  the  purpose  of  Mr.  Girard's  most  anxious 

wish,  and  of  his  full  intention,  they  have  presented  such 

views  of  the  subject  as  appear  to  them  to  be  correct,  and 
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with  those  bodies  they  leave  the  responsibility  of  the  pro- 
per exercise  of  that  power.

— That  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  this  appropriation,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  au- 
thorized, under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Girard  Estates,  to  sell  at  such  times  as  they  may  direct,  such 
portion  of  the  securities  belonging  to  the  College  Fund  as 
may  be  necessary  to  raise  the  amount  hereby  appropriated.

Gentlemen, — In  complying  with  your  directions,  I  pro- 
ceed to  lay  before  you  an  account  of  the  progress  of  the 
work  during  the  past  season,  the  value  of  the  materials  on 
the  ground,  and  an  estimate  of  the  amount  yet  required  to 
complete  the  buildings. 

The  south  portico  has  been  entirely  completed,  with  the 
exception  of  fluting  the  columns,  which  are  in  progress,  and 
will  be  finished  during  the  present  winter. 

The  north  portico  has  progressed  to  a  considerable  extent, 
though  not  so  much  so  as  was  desired,  owing  to  an  insuffi- 
cient supply  of  column  and  architrave  blocks.    The  Contrac- 
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tors  assure  me  that  every  exertion  will  be  made  during  the 
present  winter  and  coming  spring,  to  have  a  proper  supply 
furnished,  and  that  hereafter  no  delay  need  be  feared.  Four 
of  the  large  bases  and  a  portion  of  three  of  the  columns  are 
finished  and  set  in  the  building;  all  the  capitals,  seven  archi- 
traves, several  column  blocks,  and  near  one  half  the  mould- 
ings are  finished  and  ready  to  be  set. 

The  value  of  the  materials  on  the  ground  which  have  not 
been  set  in  the  buildings,  is  about  $56,000  00.  They  con- 
sist of  six  finished  capitals,  seven  column  blocks,  seven 
architraves,  613  lenial  feet  of  finished  cornice  and  other 
mouldings,  14,793  flooring  tiles,  8000  feet  of  marble  suit- 
able for  steps,  platforms,  mouldings,  ashler  and  tiles,  eight 
granite  blocks  for  the  spring  of  arches,  15  cvvt.  of  large  band 
iron,  and  about  35  cwt.  of  lead  for  gutters  and  other  pur- 
poses. 

I  herewith  submit,  in  accordance  with  your  resolution,  an 
estimate  of  the  amount  yet  required  to  complete  the  College 
and  appurtenances;  and  in  so  doing  permit  me  to  say,  I  have 
had  particular  regard  to  the  estimate  made  by  your  Archi- 
tect, (and  reviewed  by  him  in  1S42)  and  from  experience 
since  then,  I  find  it  can  be  safely  relied  upon.

Should  the  Committee  determine  upon  bringing  the  work 
to  final  completion  in  two  years,  I  would  recommend  the 
following  plan  of  operation  for  the  present  year. 

To  complete  the  north  portico;  enclose  the  two  western 
out-buildings;  lay  the  bricks  necessary  to  prepare  the  main 
building  to  receive  the  marble  floors;  prepare  a  portion  of

Early  in  the  spring  of  1S46,  the  balance  of  the  plastering, 
the  carpenters'  work,  and  marble  floors  can  be  completed; 
the  steps  round  the  buildings,  the  filling  up  of  the  grounds, 
finishing  the  out-buildings  and  the  surrounding  wall,  can  be 
progressing  together;  so  that  the  work  can  be  brought  to  a 
close  during  the  season,  for  which  it  will  require  an  addi- 
tional sum  of  $1S3,032  00. 

Permit  me,  respectfully,  to  recommend  to  the  Committee 
the  propriety  of  their  giving  early  attention  to  that  portion 
of  the  work  they  may  decide  upon  having  finished  during 
the  present  year,  so  that  orders  may  be  given  for  the  mate- 
rials required,  and  avoid  delay  in  their  delivery  and  prose- 
cution of  the  work.

An  Ordinance  relating  to  Water  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assem- 
bled, That  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  pay  to  Gideon  Scull, 
Newcomb  B.  Thompson,  William  S.  Boyd,  Levi  Taylor 
and  William  H.  Hart,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  one  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  dollars  and  six  cents,  which  sum  they  have

on  Water  street  by  the  laying  out  of  Water  street  anew. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  Committee  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  pay  to  Edward  Hurst  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  which  he  has  agreed  to  accept  as 
compensation  for  injury  done  to  his  property  situate  on  the 
west  side  of  Water  street,  commencing  at  the  distance  of 
three  hundred  and  four  feet  seven  inches  from  the  north 
side  of  High  street,  extending  in  front  on  said  Water  street 
northwardly  fourteen  feet  eight  inches,  by  taking  a  portion 
thereof  from  the  front  on  Water  street  by  the  laying  out  of 
Water  street  anew.

In  the  appropriations  to  the  Standing  Committees  as  above 
stated,  the  Committee  on  Finance  have  not  been  entirely 
governed  by  the  estimates  of  those  Committees,  referred  to 
them  by  Councils,  but  after  careful  examination  and  mature 
deliberation,  they  have  deducted  from  several  of  those  esti- 
mates, such  sums  as  they  are  fully  convinced  is  allowable 
without  injury  to  the  community,  and  imperatively  required 
by  a  prudent  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the 
Corporation.

Notwithstanding  these  abatements  from  the  estimates  of 
the  Committees,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statement, 
that  the  sum  of  $231,579  65,  will  be  required  from  other 
sources  than  the  income  from  City  property,  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Corporation  during  the  present  year.  To  raise 
this  sum  by  a  tax  on  real  estate,  will  require  a  levy  of  not 
less  than  forty-five  cents  on  every  one  hundred  dollars  of 
the  assessed  value  thereof,  within  the  City.  If  the  full  sums 
asked  for  by  the  Standing  Committees  be  granted,  the  rate 
of  taxation  cannot  be  less  than  fifty  cents. 

Soon  after  their  appointment,  the  Committee  on  Finance 
had  under  consideration,  the  propriety  of  levying  a  portion 
of  the  taxes  required  for  City  purposes,  on  personal  estates. 
They  found  however,  that  to  do  so,  would  be  attended  with 
many  and  serious  difficulties;  and  that  the  measure  in  itself 
appeared  to  be  of  doubtful  expediency;  they  do  not,  there- 
fore, feel  at  liberty  to  recommend  its  adoption. 

According  to  the  reduced  appropriations  to  the  Commit- 
tees, the  amount  beyond  the  stated  income  of  the  City,  re- 
quired to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  present  year,  exceeds 
that  of  the  same  item  in  the  estimates  of  last  year,  nearly 
Fifty  Thousand  Dollars;  being  about  equal  to  the  extraordi- 
nary and  unlooked  for  expenditures  to  which  the  City  was 
subjected  within  the  past  year,  by  the  tumults  and  riots 
which  unhappily  prevailed  during  a  portion  of  that  period 
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in  the  adjoining  Districts,  and  partly  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  City.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  Committee  on 
Finance  respectfully  suggest  that  in  case  Councils  deem  it 
proper,  as  was  formerly  done,  to  make  an  appropriation  from 
the  income  of  the  Residuary  Estate  of  Mr.  Girard,  and  set 
apart  the  sum  of  §50,000  for  Police  and  other  City  expen- 
ditures of  the  present  year,  that  then  an  assessment  on  real 
estate  of  the  same  rate  of  taxation  as  in  1S44,  will  provide  a 
sufficient  sum  for  1845. 

The  draft  of  an  Ordinance  will  be  appended  hereunto, 
making  the  appropriations  stated,  and  providing  for  such 
means  as  Councils  shall  determine  upon  to  meet  them. 

On  the  1st  of  January  next,  loans  of  the  City  amounting 
to  §456,000  will  become  due.  The  Committee  have  the 
pleasure  to  state,  that  the  available  amount  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  at  that  time  will,  it  is  confidently  believed,  be  not  less 
than  §380,000;  and  that  there  remains  of  the  consolidated 
loan  of  1839,  more  tban  sufficient  to  supply  all  the  sum  that 
may  be  wanting,  to  pay  the  full  amount  due  on  the  1st  of 
the  ensuing  year.

The  Company  without  denying  the  charges  against  them, 
alleged  in  extenuation  that  the  carriage  was  taken  to  the  fire 
in  Third  above  Poplar  street,  by  Mr.  McDowell,  then  a 
carriage  Director,  with  the  assistance  of  persons  not  mem- 
bers of  the  Company,  before  the  members  arrived  at  the 
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house.     That  for  this  offence  Mr.  McDowell  was  expelled 
from  the  Company  and  is  no  longer  a  member. 

That  they  attended  the  fire  in  Willow  street,  conceiving 
that  distance  to  be  within  the  exception  mentioned  in  the 
second  section  of  the  ordinance,  and  that  they  therefore  in 
this  committed  no  violation. 

The  Committee  having  no  further  information  before  them 
on  the  subject,  nor  means  of  obtaining  it,  concluded  it  would 
be  unnecessary  to  pursue  the  investigation  further,  but  would 
ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  it. 

The  Company  further  stated  that  their  Engineer  having 
resigned,  they  were  not  represented  in  the  Board  at  the 
time  the  charges  against  them  were  prepared.

from  deduction  for  taxes,  &c.  The  first  to  be  applied  to  the 
purchase  of  fuel  for  the  use  of  the  out  door  poor;  as  this  does 
not  come  into  possession  of  the  City  until  after  the  decease 
of  his  daughter-in-law  Frances  R.  Beck,  it  will  require  no 
further  action  at  this  time. 

The  other  ground  rent  is  devised  to  the  City  immediately, 
"in  trust  to  collect  and  receive  the  same  as  it,  becomes  due, 
and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  Soup  Societies  established  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  aid  said  Societies  in  their  hu- 
mane endeavours  to  supply  the  poor  with  soup;"  the  first 
quarterly  payment  of  this  ground  rent  will  become  due  on 
the  Sth  day  of  June  next.

The  Councils  not  having 
yet  directed  the  time  at  which  this  return  should  be  made, 
the  Committee  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of  sug- 
gesting the  propriety  of  now  designating  the  time  this  return 
should  be  made,  and  have  introduced  into  the  bill  now  sub- 
mitted, a  section  nominating  the  last  stated  meeting  in  May

Hose  Companies  of  the  City,"  without  a  certificate  being  first 
obtained  from  the  Board  of  Engineers,  constituted  by  the  Or- 
dinance to  which  this  is  a  Supplement,  that  such  Company 
has  not  been  guilty  of  any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  said  last  mentioned  Ordinance.  Provided,  neverthe- 
less, that  the  Committee  on  Legacies  and  Trusts  shall  exer- 
cise a  discretion  in  granting  or  withholding  the  appropriation 
notwithstanding  such  certificate.

water  accumulating  in  said  Water  street.     Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens

Station  Houses  not  being  of  sufficient  size  to  spread  an 
alarm  in  the  district, 

REPORT,— 

That  having  deliberately  considered  the  matter  referred 
to  them,  they  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  inexpedient  to 
repeal  the  section  referred  to,  which  prohibits  the  compa- 
nies from  erecting  or  using  any  stationary  alarm  bell. 

The  Committee,  however,  from  their  own  observation, 
and  from  the  best  information  they  can  obtain,  are  decidedly 
of  opinion  that  the  bells  placed  on  the  Station  Houses  are 
entirely  too  small  for  the  purposes  they  were  designed  for; 
and  more  particularly  so  with  respect  to  those  in  the  North- 
west and  South-west  Districts. 

They  therefore  most  earnestly  recommend  to  Councils 
forthwith  to  substitute  in  those  districts,  other  bells  of  at 
least  double  the  weight  of  those  now  in  use:  the  same  to  be 
done  under  the  superintendence  of  the  appropriate  Com- 
mittee.

two  western  out-buildings  of  the  Girard  College, 

REPORT,— 

That  in  the  exercise  of  the  authority  of  their  appoint- 
ment, the  Committee  proceeded  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  to  ask  for  and  examine  such  papers,  and  invite  the 
attendance  of  such  persons  as  were  deemed  essential  to  a 
proper  investigation  of  the  subject  thus  submitted.  Under 
resolutions,  your  Committee  were  furnished  with  a  copy  of 
the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Building  Committee 
in  relation  to  the  subject,  and  were  attended  by  their  Chair- 
man, and  also  by  Mr.  Greble;  from  all  of  which  it  ap- 
pears that  circulars  for  proposals  for  constructing  the  said 
buildings  were  issued;  and  that  Mr.  John  Lindsay  proposed 
to  do  the  entire  work  for  the  sum  of  $S7,500  00,  which 
after  consideration  was  deemed  by  the  Committee  as  the 
lowest  and  best  offer;  being  $1400  00  less  than  Mr.  Gre- 
ble's  proposition:  and  by  a  resolution  of  that  committee, 
the  contract  was  to  be  given  to  John  Lindsay  for  the  reduc- 
ed sum  of  $85,000  00,  provided  Joseph  S.  Walter  be  em- 
ployed to  do  the  mason  work,  and  John  Struthers  &  Son  the 
marble  work;  the  whole  to  be  done  agreeably  to  the  plan 
and  specifications  as  theretofore  furnished.  Whereupon  a 
sub-committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with  Mr.  Lindsay 
on  the  subject  of  the  said  resolution.

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It  appears  that  the  sub-committee  were  informed  by  Mr. 
Lindsay  that  he  had  sub-estimates  for  the  marble  work  fur- 
nished to  him  by  different  persons,  among  whom  were  Mr. 
Greble  and  Mr.  Struthers;  and  that  difficulties  presented 
themselves,  growing  out  of  private  arrangements  previously 
entered  into  by  him;  which  difficulties  the  sub-committee 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  endeavoring  to  reconcile,  but 
without  success. 

Mr.  Lindsay  then  asked  to  be  released  from  his  proposal 
for  the  entire  work,  so  far  as  to  separate  the  carpenter  from 
the  marble  and  stone  work;  which  it  appears  the  Building 
Committee  deemed  it  expedient  to  do.  And  by  a  subse- 
quent resolution,  the  marble  work  was  given  to  William 
Struther's  for  the  sum  of  $52,900  00;  the  mason  work  to 
Jos.  S.  Walter  for  $16,951  00,  which  was  subsequently  in- 
creased $500  00,  in  consideration  of  an  error  in  the  esti- 
mate, and  Mr.  Lindsay  was  to  complete  the  balance  of  the 
work,  as  per  plan  and  specifications,  for  $15,629  00;  and 
separate  contracts  were  to  be  made  with  each  party  and  sep- 
arate security  given. 

It  was  stated  before  your  Committee  that  the  sub-esti- 
mates for  the  marble  work  made  to  Mr.  Lindsay,  were  not 
made  to  the  Building  Committee;  nor  were  they  at  any 
time  officially  before  them;  yet  it  appears  from  the  state- 
ment made  by  Mr.  Greble  to  Councils  that  his  sub-estimates 
to  Mr.  Lindsay  were  lower  than  those  of  Mr.  Struthers; 
but  it  also  appears  that  the  contract  as  awarded  to  Mr. 
Struthers  by  the  last  resolution,  is  lower  than  any  estimate 
furnished  either  to  the  Building  Committee  or  to  Mr.  Lind- 
say. 

The  Building  Committee,  in  the  exercise  of  their  judg- 
ment, deeming  it  expedient  to  do  so,  awarded  the  contracts 
as  in  the  last  resolution,  and  at  rates  lower  than  any  esti- 
mates of  which  this  Committee  have  been  informed.

The  Committee  on  Legacies  and  Trusts  having,  as  direct- 
ed by  Ordinance,  made  their  annual  visit  to,  and  inspection 
of,  the  Fire  Engine  and  Hose  Companies  of  the  city  who 
have  acceded  to  the  Ordinance  relating  to  the  Fire  De- 
partment, 

REPORT— 

That  they  have  found  the  Companies  in  good  order  and 
condition,  and  many  of  them  with  increased  efficiency  from 
the  addition  of  new  members  and  apparatus. 

The  Committee   have  to  regret   that   the   Fame  Engine  , 
Company,  from  adverse  circumstances,  have   been   obliged 
to  dissolve  since  their  last   report;  but  they  have  had  the 
satisfaction  to  add   to  their  list   two  able  and   active  Hose 
Companies — the  "  Resolution"  and  the  "  Southwark." 

The  whole  number  being  now  21,  of  which  9  are  En- 
gine, and  the  remaining  twelve  Hose  Companies,  which  the 
Committee  are  of  opinion  are  quite  sufficient  for  any  emer- 
gency. , 

The  Board  of  Control,  in  whom  the  authority  of  issuing 
certificates  of  approbation  to  the  several  companies  was 
theretofore  vested,  having  ceased  to  exist,  by  an  Ordinance 
of  Councils,  passed  24th  April,  1845,  this  authority  was 
transferred  to  the  Board  of  Engineers,  and  the  Committee 
were  gratified  to  find  all  the  companies  in  possession  of  this 
testimonial.  > 

The  fire  companies  from  the  adjoining  districts  still  con- 
tinue their  unauthorized  incursions  into  the  city  upon  the 
slightest,  and  indeed  most  frequently  without  pretence  or 
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excuse;  although  they  have  not  yet  committed  within  our 
borders  any  violence  or  outrage,  yet  on  the  occurrence  of 
a  fire  they  seize  the  plugs  and  use  and  waste  the  water  with- 
out control,  preventing  the  authorized  companies  from  af- 
fording that  assistance  which  they  are  fully  able  and  willing 
to  render. 

As  these  companies  do  not  regard  the  municipal  regula- 
tions and  authorities  of  their  districts,  the  Committee  are  at 
a  loss  to  suggest  any  mode  which  will  prevent  their  unwel- 
come visits,  and  can  only  rely  on  the  efficiency  of  the  re- 
cent Police  Ordinance  to  suppress  any  disturbance  which 
they  may  occasion. 

The  insufficiency  of  the  Alarm  Bells  has  been  heretofore 
brought  before  Councils,  but  as  the  subject  is  now  under 
consideration  by  the  appropriate  committee,  no  doubt  such 
improvements  will  be  made  as  will  obviate  existing  difficul- 
ties and  objections. 

The  Committee  suggest  to  the  Councils  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution  in  regard  to  the  distribution  of  the  appropriation 
to  the  companies,  similar  to  that  made  last  year — leaving  it 
with  the  Committee  to  withhold  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the 
amount,  according  to  circumstances.  This  discretion  was 
found  useful  in  practice,  and  the  Committee  are  desirous  of 
an  opportunity  of  again  exercising  it.  They  therefore  sub- 
mit a  resolution  to  that  effect. 

The  Committee  also  on  the  fourth  of  June  visited  the 
Wills  Hospital,  and  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
house  and  grounds,  and  are  satisfied  that  the  benevolent  in- 
tentions of  the  founder  are  fully  carried  out. 

The  Committee,  on  some  future  occasion,  will  submit  to 
the  Councils  a  full  and  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of 
the  several  trusts  under  their  care,  and  therefore  forbear  at 
this  time  further  remark.

THE  BOUD1NOT  LANDS. 

These  lands,  consisting  of  thirty-two  tracts,  comprehending 
about  thirteen  thousand  acres  of  land,  are  situated  in  Howard 
township,  Centre  county,  Pennsylvania,  on  the  west  branch  of 
the  Susquehanna. 

The  Councils  having  this  year  appropriated  an  amount  for 
their  examination,  a  portion  of  the  Committee,  at  the  end  of 
July  and  beginning  of  the  present  month  (August,)  proceeded 
to  Centre  county,  and  finding  there  was  no  road  or  accessible 
path  near  to  or  through  the  lands,  reached  them  by  fording  the 
river,  then  too  low  even  for  canoe  navigation.  From  this, 
though  rather  circumscribed  view,  but  more  particularly  from 
information  obtained  on  the  spot,  the  Committee  are  satisfied 
that  these  lands  are  as  described  in  the  will  of  the  Testator, 
''rough  and  mountainous,"  but  having  some  valuable  timber, 
and  also,  in  common  with  all  the  land  in  that  region,  contain- 
ing coal  and  iron:  none  of  ihe  public  improvements  yet  reach 
this  portion  of  the  State,  and  no  cheap  mode  of  transporting 
their  products  exists,  which  necessarily  retards  improvement. 

It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  the  '4  rents,  issues  and  profits" 
of  this  land,  cannot  be  made  available  lor  the  purposes  design- 
ed by  the  Testator,  and  the  Committee  coincide  with  the 
opinion  of  their  predecessors,  that  a  sale  is  both  proper  and 
expedient.  An  Act  of  the  Legislature  was  obtained  in  1834, 
authorizing  it  to  be  done,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the 
authority  should  not  have  been  exercised  at  a  period  more 
favorable  than  the  present. 

These  lands  have  been  visited  heretofore  by  Committees 
in  1833,  lS37,and  1841;  of  these,  the  Committee  of  1837  only 
have  made  a  report,  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to 
the  Journal  of  the  Common  Council,  Vol.  11,  pages  44  and  85; 
this,  wilh  many  valuable  facts  and  suggestions,  contains  some 
fanciful  and  sanguine  anticipations  and  speculations,  none  of 
which  have  been  realized,  nor  probably  will  be  shortty,  and 
must  be  classed  with  "  the  errors  of  the  times" — then  so  abun- 
dant. 
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The  Legislature,  at  their  last  session,  appointed  Commis- 
sioners to  view,  lay  out  and  mark  a  State  road  from  Milesburgh 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Sinnemahoning;  this  will  necessarily  pass 
through  a  part  of  the  lands,  and  when  completed  will  be  advan- 
tageous to  their  improvement.  It  has  been  represented,  how- 
ever, as  a  work  of  considerable  expense,  and  that  it  will  oc- 
cupy a  long  time  to  execute. 

The  Committee,  with  a  view  to  prevent  depredations  and 
trespasses  on  the  land,  appointed  Jacob  G.  Lebo,  who  resides 
in  the  vicinity,  to  superintend  and  overlook  them,  with  au- 
thority to  take  all  lawful  ways  and  means  to  prevent  them  in 
future.  They  also  entered  into  a  temporary  arrangement 
with  him  for  cutting  such  of  the  timber  as  requires  it;  this 
will  produce  some  income  for  the  payment  of  taxes,  and  it 
commenced  at  an  earlier  period  would  have  prevented  tres- 
passers from  availing  themselves  of  this  advantage. 

The  Committee  also  engaged  the  professional  services  of 
L.  A.  Mackey,  Esq.,  Lockhaven,  which  was  deemed  neces- 
sary, as  they  were  informed  upon  good  authority,  that  several 
rafts  of  timber  from  the  land  were  on  the  river  ready  to  take 
advantage  of  the  next  "  fresh,"  and  which  it  was  necessary  to 
proceed  against  without  delay. 

The  Committee  were  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Quay,  a  survey- 
or of  great  experience  and  local  information,  and  now  in  the 
Senate  of  Pennsylvania  from  that  district,  for  his  advice  and 
assistance  in  their  inquiries,  who  also  accompanied  them  to 
the  lands,  and  made  many  useful  suggestions. 

The  Committee,  in  conclusion,  suggest  to  their  successors 
the  propriety  of  selling  these  lands,  as  soon  as  a  fair  price  can 
be  obtained  for  them,  and  from  the  proceeds  refund  to  the 
City  Treasury  what  has  been  expended  on  their  account,  and 
with  the  residue  carry  out  the  intentions  of  the  Testator.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  memorials 
from  citizens,  representing  that  travelling  upon  the  Market 
street  Rail  Road  on  the  Sabbath  day  was  a  serious  inconveni- 
ence to  families  residing  upon  the  line  of  the  Road,  was  pro- 
ductive of  much  evil,  and  a  fruitful  cause  of  Sabbath  desecra- 
tion; and  praying  Councils  to  prevent  travelling  thereon  on 
the  Sabbath  day; 

REPORT,— 

That  they  agree  in  all  the  representations  of  the  memorial- 
ists: and  desire  to  see  all  travelling  on  the  Road  on  the  Sab- 
bath day  discontinued,  as  well  on  account  of  its  positive  as 
consequential  evils:  and  with  this  view  they  have  examined 
the  subject  with  a  desire  to  effect  the  object  of  the  memorial- 
ists. Two  remedies  presented  themselves — one,  to  cause  a 
portion  of  the  Road  to  be  removed  on  the  Sabbath,  so  as  to 
render  travelling  physically  imposible — the  other,  to  prohibit 
it  by  an  Ordinance.  To  the  first  remedy  this  difficulty  pre- 
sented itself,  the  City  are  under  contract  with  Companies  who 
transport  the  Mail,  to  permit  them  to  use  the  Road,  and  any 
interference  with  their  use  of  it,  would  be  a  violation  of  these 
contracts.  They  are  unwilling  to  recommend  the  passage  of 
an  Ordinance  to  prohibit  travelling  on  the  Road  on  the  Sab- 
bath, because  an  Act  of  Assembly,  passed  22nd  April  1794, 
prohibits  the  doing  or  performance  of  any  worldly  employ- 
ment or   business   whatsoever  on  Sunday,  except  works  of 
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necessity  and  charity,  with  much  more  effectual  penalties  than 
could  be  provided  and  enforced  by  means  of  any  Ordinance  of 
the  City.  This  Act  contains  all  that  is  necessary  to  abate  the 
evils  complained  of,  and  the  Committee  recommend  that  its 
provisions  be  enforced — and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
resolution — 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  be  discharged  from  the  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  subject.

Jind  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  sum  of  four  thousand  three 
hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  to  the  Watering  Committee 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  Ordinance  into  effect.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils: 

The  Committee  on  Public  Highways 
REPORT,— 
That  they  have  received  a  memorial  from  citizens,  praying 
that  Harrison  and  Hampton  streets  may  be  graded  and  paved; 
and  representing  that  they  have  commenced  and  are  about 
erecting  sixty  houses,  and  will  erect  many  more  if  the  streets 
are  graded  and  paved. 

In  order  to  inform  themselves  fully  on  the  subject,  a  part 
of  your  Committee  have  visited  the  premises. 

Harrison  street  extends  from  Schuylkill  Second   to  Third 
street,  between  Pine  and  Lombard  streets,  is  thirty  feet  in 
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width  and  four  hundred  and  seventy  feet  in  length.  Hampton 
street  is  between  Pine  and  Lombard,  and  extends  eastward 
from  Schuylkill  Second  street  two  hundred  and  forty-seven 
feet,  and  is  twenty  feet  wide:  both  have  been  recently  laid 
out,  and  dedicated  for  public  use.  The  bed  of  these  streets  is 
twelve  feet  below  the  regulation  height,  and  therefore,  to  render 
them  available  they  must  be  filled  up  to  the  surface  of  the 
neighbouring  streets.     This  will  require  an  outlay  of 

,  which,  under  ordinary  circumstances  the  Com- 
mittee would  not  recommend  Councils  to  authorize.  But  upon 
these  streets  twenty-seven  houses  are  now  erecting,  and  will 
be  completed  this  season,  but  will  not  be  habitable  unless  the 
street  on  which  they  are  built  is  filled  up  and  graded.  Ar- 
rangements are  made  to  erect  thirty-two  additional  ones  next 
year. 

The  income  from  these  houses,  from  taxes  and  water  rents, 
will  in  a  short  time  repay  to  the  City  all  expenses  incurred  in 
grading  and  paving  these  streets.  The  southwestern  portion 
of  the  City  is  improving  with  great  rapidity,  and  your  Com- 
mittee think  that  it  is  the  duty  of  Councils  to  aid  private  enter- 
prise, by  placing  the  highways  in  that  section  in  a  state  fit  to 
be  used.  If  the  streets  in  question  are  filled  up  and  graded 
this  season,  they  can  be  paved  next  year;  if  the  filling  up  is 
delayed  till  another  season,  they  cannot  be  paved  until  the 
year  after  next.  The  inconvenience  of  such  delay  is  apparent. 
Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  Councils  to  pass  the 
annexed  bill  upon  the  subject. 

The  Committee  also  submit  a  bill  in  relation  to  Water  street, 
and  ask  its  adoption. 

The  Committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  the  sub- 
ject of  repairing  the  pebble  pavement  in  Delaware  Avenue; 
owing  to  the  nature  of  the  earth  which  supports  it,  and  its  im- 
mediate proximity  to  the  water,  the  pavement  is  constantly 
settling,  and  consequently  requiring  almost  daily  repair;  the 
Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  expense  of  keeping  said 
Avenue  in  perfect  order  should  be  chargeable  to  the  income  of 
the  fund  appropriated  under  the  twenty-second  item  of  the 
Will  of  Stephen  Girard,  for  the  improvement  of  the  eastern 
front  of  the  City  and  Delaware  Avenue;  they  therefore  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  annexed  bill  in  reference  thereto.
